OUR SPECIAL BADEN-BADEN CORRESPONDENCE. 
BADEN-BabeN, Aug. 20, 1857. 

Dear ‘Spirit’ —One phenomenon of the present, and, indeed, also of the 

past season, has hitherto been shamefully overlooked in this correspon- 

dence. I refer to the universal prevalence of Clarence hats for ladies. (Cla- 

renceis one of their many names, and perhaps themdst common.) As they 

came into vogue last year, and we are generally a season behind the Eu- 





ropean fashions, it is possible that they may even now be the rage at New- 
port or Saratoga ; but I have seen no notice of their existence in such Ame- 
rican papers as reach me, and they are really too comfortable for our stiff 
eeyantes. In form something between an old-fashioned ‘‘gypsy’’ and a 
gentleman’s Panama, and bordered with a short lace veil, they must be a 
most soothing change, in the way of protection to the face, after the off- 
the-head bonnets of the last few years. Their becomingness is another 
question ; their powers of concealment, sometimes amounting almost to 
disguise, tend to make all women less unlike, and this, doubtless, has con- 
tributed to their popularity, as there always are more plain women to be 
benefitted by such a levelling process than handsome ones to suffer from 
it. The fashion originated in England, and is an unusual instance of 
England setting the fashion to the Coatinent. 

The next phenomenon worthy record is a succession of three weeks hot 
weather in a country where you rarely have three consecutive hot days. 
The thermometer was fast approaching the American summer standard, 
but in the fourth week came the wished-for rain, and, oddly enough, its 
advent coincided with that of Neal Dow; for the Ex-Mayor of Portland 
passed through, and characteristically brought much cold water with him. 

Subjects of startling interest not being numerous here, let us skip over 
the frontier and glance at the French Turf, which is unusually active and 
flourishing this summer. A new race-course has just been established at 
Valenciennes, where, besides the usual flat and hurdle-races, some trotting | 
purses are given. This is an agreeable feature, as the English, who have 
pooh-poohed trotting ever since we beat them at it, are always trying to 
laugh the French out of the few provincial trotting courses they have. 
Only one of the trots at Valenciennes was timed ; in it the victor went, 
under saddle, 24 miles in 7:41; about the rate of a mlie in 3:04—pretty 
well for a French horse, though I have knownsome who could do better. 

De Morny has been the hero of the provincial races. At Amiens he won 
three flat-races (all there were at the meeting) in one day, with Diamant 
and two of his hitherto unsuccessful three-year-olds. At Boulogne (sur 
mer) he won three races in two days; Diamant carried off two of them, 
phat hy “ rf mes who gave him 111bs. for the year, and on 
thes ilede Hawk, an Fnglish three-year old. Diamant has greatly 
improved in his four-year-old form ; he has now got just what he want- 
ed, endurance ; great speed he always had. Since Lion’s death, he is 
clearly the best four-year-old in France ; indeed, it is doubtful if any

mere bagatelle, much shorter and easier than taking a horse from New Or- 
leans to New York, yet it has continually been found that the best French 
horses cut up very badly in England, e. g., Hervine on her first trial, Mo- 
yarque in his first season, Royel Quand Meme, who could never even 
come to the post, and this year Potocki. 

Hence it is that challenges at long distances are rarely accepted. In 
1854 Mr. Boyden offered odds to the world to run against American horses in 
America [$50,000 to $40,000, 4 mile heats ; $25,000 to $20,000, 3 mile 
heats.| The offer was open ten months, and no Englishman took it up. 
An Egyptian Pasha challenged all England (through the Jockey Club) to 
a ten mile race in his own country. The challenge was open something 
like four years. At last some English merchants in Cairo took courage, 
and the very first horse they brought out for the purpose gave the Pasha’s 
nag fits in an eight mile race; yet this very party, after their horse had ar- 
rived safely, did not dare to back him (or her rather, it was an [rish mare, ) 
for more than $2000 (instead of the $100,000 proposed by the Pasha), 
which sum was all they won. 

Our racing system was, in every respect, the reverse of the English. Our 
horses ran long distances, with light weights, on ground ; theirs short dis- 
tances, with heavy weights, on turf. To attempt to reconcile or compare 
these three discordant elements by the single common measure of time 
was clearly a mistake. ‘Those who discussed the question seemed per- 
petually playing at cross purposes, the Americans asserting, and the Eng- 
lish denying, the value of time as a test, as if the time test necessarily es- 


tablished the superiority of American horses, whereas just the contrary was | 


the fact. ‘The statistics of European racing show that their horses make 
better time up tothree miles than ours, when proper allowance is made 
for the difference in weight, and sometimes even withcut such allowance ; for in- 


stance, Virago’s 3:20 is about 6 seconds better than any two mile Ame- 


rican time. 

But then came up the question whether turf wis not more favorable to 
speed than ground. I still believe that itis, when both are in their nor- 
mal condition—-that is to say, that on a good turf course the majority of 
horses will run faster than on a good ground or dirt track ; there is less 
concussion, and the animal is less afraid, and better able to extend him- 
self. But it is quite compatible with this that a tad turf course may be 
slower than the worst dirt track, especially in wet weather. The up hill 
finishes of many English courses must also be hard upon time. On the 
whole, I think it probable that the limits of possible speed vary much 
more on turf than on ground ; the best attainable time, under favorable 
circumstances, being much better, and the worst, under unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, somewhat worse. 

But without going further into these speculations, it seems to me the 
only absolutely fair test of the comparative merits of American and Eng- 
lish horses would be by return matches, their horses running in our coun- 
try, and ours in theirs. As, however, such an event is not very prob&ble, 
or feasible, the nearest practical approach to it would be this ; that some 
of the best American horses of their day (in which category I fancy Pri- 
oress would not come by several chalks) should, after remaining long 
enough in England to be quite acclimated and in good order, run several 
races of different lengths, say froma dash of two mites up to four mile 
heats, against the best English horses, without allowance or penalty on 
either side. 

Let me now say afew words about the French horses who ran at Good- 
wood. Monarque I consider a very lucky fellow, and must believe him 
to have won by a “‘fluke.’’ To be sure, he is the fastest horse in France 
for a brush, and has won every race he ran in his country except two, but 
thev were almost all races of a mile toamile and ahalf. Two anda 
half miles he has seldom run, and never against a horse of much endur- 
ance, such as Jouvence or Festival. Indeed, the French have few such 
races, and fewer such horses. When he last ran 2} mile heats on the 
Champ de Mars, Valbruant, who was only a second-rate nag, gave him as 
much ag he could do, and Lion had virtually beaten him at Chantilly, 
when an unlucky accident terminated the race. It would not have sur- 
prised me to learn that he had beaten a large field of good second-class 
English horses, and some Americans thrown in, fora mile and a half; 
but his winning the Goodwood I can only attribute to a lucky (for him) 
combination of accidents. 

There wasa very good entry of horses, no doubt. ‘‘Bell’’ naively says 
that it comprised all the best horses in England ezcept Blink Bonny, 
Black Tommy, Ignoramus, &c., as if we should observe of a trot that 
all the best flyers were in it ezcept Flora Temple, Lancet, and Grey Eddy. 
But there was a good entry, doubtless, and a very good muster at the post, 
too, though the third favorite, St. Giles, and some other dangerous ones, 
had been scratched. But what happened in the race? The first favorite, 
Gemma di Vergy, is upset. The next best horses, Anton and Arsenal, 
are thrown out by the accident. Gunboat, who had just ran second in the 
Goodwood Stakes, falls also. Nearly all the best horses are thus disposed 
of. Add that Pryor was so out of condition as to be virtually out of the 
race, and the list of competitors is reduced to three—Prioress, Fisher- 
man, and Riseber. The first was short of work, the second gave Mo- 
narque Glbs. anda year. Riseber is a good colt (a grey, by the way, a 
still more uncommon color for aracer in Europe than with us,) but is it 
conceivable that if Gemma, Anton, and Arsenal, had not met with their 
mishap, he could have beaten either of them, not to say all? Bear in 
mind, too, that the time was remarkably slow. Notwithstanding, there- 
fore, his beauty and speed, and though he has been luckier than any of 
them, I do not consider Monarque as good a horse as Jouvence, Heroine, 
or Royal Quand Meme ; and it is worth remarking, that Aumont entered 
the latter horse in preference to him for the Goodwood Cup, when he 
took them both over together in 1855. His deficiency in endurance, 
which could not then be suspected by the public, as he never ran more 
than a mile and a half, must even then have been observed by his owner. 

Potocki made a very poor show in the Goodwood Stakes, and was conse- 
quently scratched for the Cup. Why the French enter their horses in 
these stakes, where they have much less favorable weights, the same dis- 
tance, anda greater number of competitors, it is hard to say, but both 
Aumont and Lupin have done it again and again, always unsuccessfully. 

Florin was the favorite of the three French horses, both with French 
and English, but his performance did not justify it. He has probably 
been overtrained and overworked : should he ‘‘cave in’’ entirely, he will 
not be the first horse of Lupin’s that has been broken down for the same 
reason. 

Unless the English alter the Goodwood rules, there is a fair chance of 








the Cup going to France every other year. It would be a good joke if 
they should turn the tables by winning the Emperor's prize at Chantilly 
this autumn. Black Tommy is entered for it. 

It is time for me to stop. Some of your readers may think the opi- 
nions of a man whe never owned or trained a race-horse himself, of little 
@onsequence on such points; but my experience of the last four yearg 
has been this, that I have not been oftener out in my calculations than 
most other people, whether they owned horses or not. My next will 
treat of these topics: Ist, The proper value of time as a test in racing. 
2d, How far the so-called Arench horses are really so, and why, under 
such circumstances, they receive an allowance at Goodwood. 38d, The 
‘*handicap’’ system and its results.

Cricketer’s Chronicle’ 


NEW YORK vs, ST, GEORGE, 


The return game between these rival Clubs was commenced at Hobo- 





ken on Wednesday, September th, and after playing two days, was, we 
regret to say, not satisfactorily finished. On this account we shall not 
go much into detail, but merely contine ourselves to the leading points of 
the game. 

St. George first took the bat, but with the exception of Ireland, who, 
fortunately for his party, had returned to the city but two days previ- 
ously, did but little execution with the bowling of Barker and Crossley, 
which was very fine in this innings. Treland’s 25 rnns were obtained 
with his accustomed skill, and elicited plaudits from all parts of the tield, 
The innings, it will be seen, amounted to but 57. 

After the usual time, New York commenced with Sharp and Spivey. 
The latter played very steadily for 14. Barker and Wilby then showed 
some fine batting, the former playing throughout the innings for 84 (not 
out), while Wilby speedily obtained 22.,, With the exception of Bashford, 
the remainder of the players scored but little, and the total footed up 
107 runs, or 50 ahead of St. George. 

No time was lost in resuming. the game, but Walker was speedily dis- 
posed of. Ireland and H. Wright soon altered the state of affairs, and 
when time was called, at six, as had been previously agreed upon, 45 had been 
obtained. 

Thursday, like the previous day, was remarkably fine for cricketing, 
and at 11 o'clock play was cailed. Ireland, it will be seen, with his part- 
ner, further increased his score, and Lang and $8. Wright obtained 
large numbers of runs, the latter playing particularly fine. ‘The bowling, 
in fact, was fairly beaten, and the New Yorkers were at a perfect loss in 
not having Cuyp with them, who was unable to be present on the first 
day. Wilby, who is their next change, was unable to bowl, from the 
fact of his injuring his arm in the Canadian match, s0 they Lad tw put 
on Sharp as their only resource. The players of St. George, however, 
made a long innings, and 192 was the result of their exertions. 

New York again commenced, and the batting was very spirited on the 
part of Wilby, Higham, Hamlin, and Crossley. We wish we could leave 
off here, but are compelled to allude to one or two annoying circum- 
stances. The umpires, it appears, without the knowledge of the players, 
had agreed to continue the game as long as they thought there was suf- 
ficient light; and a few minutes after six, the time of leaving off the 
previous day, Crossley, who was well in at the time, was given “run 
out,”’ although it appeared, to those watching the game, as a singular de- 
cision. Fletcher, who was to follow, refused at first to go in, alleging the 
time had expired, but eventually did so, and was speedily given out as 
caught from the bat, the ball hitting his left side. Neither the bowler 
nor the wicket-keeper appealed, but the short-slip did ; and we were after- 
wards told by one of the parties, that if he had seen the remotest chance 
he should have availed himself of it. The question was, whether the um- 
pire could see sufticiently, it being at the time fifteen minutes past six, and 
added to the vexations of two doubtful decisions so quickly after each 
other, the New Yorkers refused to allow their last two men to continue 
the game that evening. 

On the third morning they were on the ground at the regular time, but 
the St. George's men failed to appear, and thus the game was unsatisfac- 
torily decided. The question arises, whether the time fixed upon for leay- 
ing off on the first day does not regulate the succeeding one, unless it be 
understood differently by all parties. The New York umpire was Mr, 
Wheatcroft, of Newark, to whom the Club is under so many ebligations, 
while Mr. Vinten, of the St. George’s Club, acted for his own party.

Itseems they did not see 
the horse in New York—and the admission of Mr. Ten Broeck, that the 
non-mention of the white mark in Pryor’s face was a mere error of me- 
mory, on the part of Messrs. Hebert and Cocks, is the correct and proper 
explanation of the histus. But Mr. Ten Broeck, not satisfied with that 
explanation, says, he will supply the hiatus from under my own hand ; 
and quotes, with evident pleasure, from my description of Pryor, to sus- 
tain the ccrtilicates given by Messrs. Spooner and Mavor, the highest 
veterinary authority in all England.

I Lave now showa that the English veterinary surgeons, Messrs. Spooner 
and Mavor, have not correctly described two of the American horses 
which, in their certificates, they say, they examined at the request of Mr. 
Ten Brocck. It is therefore clear that Messrs. Spooner and Mavor, the 
highest veterinary authority in Bagland, are not cap ble of describing the 
outside or flesh marks of the horses they saw and examined by request. What 
reliance then can be placed in their opinion of a horse's age, based upon 
the marks of his tecth, so much more delicate and obscure, than those on 
the boly, when hovees have passed their fifth year? Is it fair to suppose, 
or even probable, that they viewed with a more accurate eye the marks 
in the tecth than they did those of the head and the heels of the same 
horses. If Messrs. Spooner and Mayor have described correctly the two 
chesnut horses they saw, at the request of Mr. T. B., they did not see 
either Pryor or Lecomte, and their certificates, in this controversy, are 
worth no more than the paper on which they are written. 

Mr. Ten Broeck says, ‘from being dissatistied with his (Pryor’s) teeth, I 
am now displeased with his face—that I have traduced the horse and his 
testimony.”’ 

‘This, Mr. Editor, is a mistake ; I am not now and never have been dis- 
satisticd or displeased with Pryor’s teeth or his face; I think both honest, 
and that his teeth correctly represented his age. In proof of which, I 
Gu quite willing to submit to Messrs. Fields and Mayhew, the description 
of his mouth given by Messrs. Garnet and Smith, as they saw it on the 
18h of April, 1856, to-wit: 

“HTe (Pryor) h vd shed all his co't's teeth, nippers or incisors, the corner 
horse teeth were in his mouth, but had not met.” 

This description is corroborated by that of Mr. H. W. Harris, who ex- 
amined Pryor's mouth on the 25th of May, 1856, at the request of Mr. 
sen Broeck. In answer to a question of mine: “How many colt’s teeth 
had he (Pryor) when you examined him?” he replicd : 

“ile had shed his last (the outside corner ones) and his horse teeth had 
mile their appearance.’’

Mistaken. If they decide he was necessarily a five year old any time in 1856, 
then he (Pryor) has been running @ year under age, (he run throughout 
the racing year of 1856 as a four (4) year old,) and all money won on him 
should be refunded.

superior claims, as the headquarters, to any other cities in the Union: 
first, because their positions are central and accessible to every other sec- 
tion ; second, because no healthier locations or better water can be found 
anywhere ; and third, because the racers of the South could bring their 
colored stable boys and riders here, without the fear 6f having them inter- 
rupted or coaxed off into a free State. If Richmond were the place se- 
lected, either Fairfield, Broad Rock, or the new course at Ashland, might 
be obtained by the Club and put in complete order, and when that was 
done, the announcement of a race would till the pavilions with as m any 
handsome forms and fair faces as now environ the ‘‘horse ring’’ when the 
Agricultural Fair is in blast. All that is necessary to carry out this 
ject, and to build up such a Jockey Club as the one in South Carolin 
to get some Napoleon of the Turf—some Virzinia gentleman of means—to 
take the initiatory steps in the matter.

Now, Mr. Editor, this history ought to be written, and must be written 
without delay. The next question, then, which presents itself to our 
minds is, who is best qualitied for such a task, and who will, thus qualified 
fully, undertake it? A recent work, of a character similar to the one 
now proposed, has been written, and saved from oblivion much that was 
highly interesting and valuable to South Carolina Turf history. Shall 
Virginia, the race horse region, be behind her noble sister State, and let 
the glorious exploits of her racers and her Turfmen of days long past and 
gone moulder with their bones? ‘‘The History of the Turf in South Caro- 
lina’ isa most interesting and valuable work, and has gone far to pre- 
serve, in an available and lasting form, all, or nearly all, that can now be 
collected in a shape to be relied on of the history of the Turf, and anec- 
dotes and biographical sketches of the Turfmen in South Carolina. The 
author of this work most richly deserves the thanks of all admirers of the 
noble sports of the Turf, and the horse, for his skill and industry in rescuing 
from the gulph of oblivion, much, very much, in connection with the South 
Carolina Jockey Club history ; but although he has done all that industry 
and talents could do, yet it is obvious to him, no doubt, as well as to us, 
that the work was postponed too long. Let Virginia, then, and the Eastern 
States, follow this most worthy example, and rescue, before it is too late, 
all the accessible materials of the racing history of her sons and her horses, 
native and imported, and present them in a well arranged and digested 
form, for the use and reference of future generations. ‘The history of the 
Turf and Turfmen in Maryland and New York is so closely interwoven 
with that of Virginia, and identified with it, that one and the same work 
ought to embrace all that can now be gathered up, and published. Iam 
really in earnest on this subject, and think this isa duty we owe to our 
ancestors, as well as posterity. Again let me ask, Mr. Editor, who is the 
most competent man to collect these necessary materials, and to arrange, 
compile, and publish this work, and who will undertake it? 

Sucha history might be made to include and embrace the Turf and 
Turfmen also of Kentucky and Tennessee. Let Louisiana not be forgotten, 
although I suppose her history does not run through such along series 
of years as that of Kentucky and Tennessee. Ido not desire to see a great 
multiplicity of such works—a most undesirable thing—and I would there- 
fore recommend most urgently and ardently to the future Turf historian 
to collect and publish all that he can of the History of Turfmen and the 
Turf in all these States in one work.

ANOTHER REPORT—BY “P.” 
LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 12, 1857 

Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—We have had some very pretty racing here during the 
Fair, the fields large, and the heats well contested by most of the ani- 
mals starting—the horses generally running in a bunch. 

T’ he First Race.—Bonnie Laddie was the favorite against the field, except 
occasionally Balloon was also in the same position. Between the heats 
offers to bet were made at 8 to1 that Bonnie would win the race. Bal- 
loon seemed too high in flesh, and in the first heat between the quarter 
and half-mile poles, being several lengths behind the formost horse, made 
a brush for the lead, and went through her horses with her accustomed 
speed, but was unable to sustain her effort, and had to fall back from 
third to fifth and sixth in the race. On going around the turn, she made 
one more brush for the lead and heat, but lacked her usual bottom in 
brushing, and was forced to fall back, and just ran fast enough to save 
her distance. Inthe second heat she started from the tap of the drum 
to win, but was unable to do so. 

Second Race.—To persons not betting, this was an amusing race, as far 
as the observation of the knowing ones was concerned. Before the race 
commenced the Cracker colt was the favorite against the field at 3 to 1. 
After the first heat the knowing ones became frightened, and tried to get 
even by betting 2 to 1 on Ford’s entry. Buford’s colt seemed to have too 
-much foot and endurance for his competitors, in the following heats, and 
won them easily. 

Third Race.—The winner of this race was not considered to have any 
chance of success at all by the operators—in fact, he was considered no 
race-horse at all by most of them having been beaten frequently before. 
He was trained by a negro servant of Jack Gamble’s owner, and was the 
first nag that the negro ever trained. Bonnie Laddie was the favorite 
with many against the field. But many thought Mr. Harper’s entry and 
Balloon stood as good a chance of winning, and backed them accordingly. 
In the first heat, after Bonnie Laddie had gone 1} miles, he seemed tired,

As this trot was about finished when we reached the course after wit- 
nessing the Centreville match, we copy the following from the ‘‘Herald,’’ 
of Wednesday :— 

Lantern looked remarkably well—in fact, better and more vigorous 
than we had ever before noticed. It was stated, however, that he was 
somewhat lame, which seemed to be the case when he appeared, shortly 
after, on the track. As he had exhibited the same degree of lameness in 
his trot with Buz, and yet came off victorious, no apprehensions were felt 
on that account as to the result of the race. The odds, however, were on 
Prince, at about a hundred to sixty, his known bottom having stamped 
him as a horse of uncommon speed and endurance. He looked very well, 
but was somewhat lower in flesh than when he made his former trot. The 





attendance was very large, especially when it is considered that another 
event of a similar character was to take place on the Centreville at the 
| same time this was to come off. A great number of gentlemen were pre- 

sent from Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other places, who had been induced 
to come on by the great celebrity of these horses.

‘Phey soon made their ap- 
pearance, and after some minutes spent in scoring, got off, Prince in the 
lead about a length. Atthe half mile pole Prince broke and Lantern 
passed him. He continued this advantage until the home stretch, when 
Prince regained his position and passed the stand two or three lengths 
ahead, in 2:35. This he increased on the backstretch, and continuing on 
passed the stand for the third mile some six or seven lengths ahead.

The Albany ‘‘7%mes’’ gives the following account of the race :—Both 
animals were in most excellent condition, notwithstanding their recent 
meeting at Elmira, and the railway and steamboat jaunts to this city. 
Brown Dick is a large animal, with long limbs, while Flora is small and 
very close. It was evident to the knowing ones, that Brown Dick—who 
is long gaited and takes enormous strides —would have great difficulty in 
getting around the short turns, and this was verified,—-his driver being 
compelled to jog him at each turn. The odds, therefore, were five to one 
on Flora, and but very few takers at that. 

Kirst heat—Flora took the lead ata railway clip, closely followed by 
Dick ; but on the first turn the latter was taken off his feet, giving the 
mare an advantage, and she led to the quarter pole in 41 seconds. On the 
lower turn, Brown Dick was again hard up, but he was soon at his 
work again, closing up a wide gap most beautifully and at a 2:25 clip. On 
the home stretch Dick again broke, giving the heat to Flora, by three 
lengths. Time 2:334. 

Second heat—-Both animals came up to the score in fine style, and kept 
neck and neck to the quarter pole in 39 seconds. The half mile was 
reached in 1:163. The balance of the heat was very exciting, both ani- 
mals working out most beautifully. Flora, however, picked up her 
trotters too fast for the horse, and came in two lengths ahead in 2:30}. 

Third heat—llora led to the quarter pole in 38 seconds, but after pass- 
ing she broke. Her driver, however, had her down again in most 
scientific style, and she reached the half mile pole in 1:143, when she 
again broke on the lower turn. Brown Dick’s driver took his horse 
around the turns very gently, which was to his disadvantage. The last 
quarter was done in 3874, Flora coming in ahead some four lengths in 
2:30—thus winning the money. 

The trotting of Flora was the subject of general comment, as was that 
also of Rrown Dick, for both horses showed true trotting metal, and were 
it not for the short turns the race would have been more closely contested 
and better time made. 

Mr. McMann, the owner of Flora, was offered $7000 for her on Saturday. 
His desire to secure her was for breeding purpose. We algo learn that the 
dam of Flora, with a colt by her side, was last week sold to Mr. Alexan- 
der, of Kentucky, for the sum of $1000.

The St. Louis ‘‘Daily Leader’ furnishes the following report of the 
race :— 

The announcement of a race between the two celebrated mares, Belle 
of the West and Mary Ann, yesterday drew a large crowd to the Abbey 
track. Betting previous to the first heat was lively, the friends of Belle 
mustering strongly, and piling up their money at even without stint. 
Afterwards, her price rose to two to one; but after the third heat the 
friends of Mary Ann rallied strongly, and posted their money at even and 
five to three on their nag, on the supposition Belle would not last; in 
which, however, they were mistaken. 

Soth horses came to the stand looking fine as silk, though Belle was 
rather the handsomest of the two. She was handled by Andrew Mellon, 
and her competitor by George Hall, both first-rate hands. ‘The first two 
heats were won by the favorite very handily in 2:55 and 2:56. ‘The third 
heat was strongly contested, and taken by Mary Ann in 2:59, on which 
her friends raised a shout of triumph that rather annoyed some of their 
opponents. In the fourth heat a contretemps took place, Hall driving Mary 
Ann somewhat wide, and thereby compelling Metlon to takeacut. Belle 
came in first, but the judges awarded the heat to her competitor; time, 
2:56. The fifth heat occasioned great excitement, and was one of the 
best contested ever ran, the Belle, however, taking it by a head in 2:59. 

The mile track is probably finished by this time, and we shall no doubt 
be able to report a race run upon it, in our next issue. As we have before 
stated, a Club is in course of formation in St. Louis, for the purpose of 
having Race Meetings on the Abbey Course. his is an excellent move, 
and we trust soon to learn that one has been organized. It is the only 
true way of conducting race meetings ; it gives a character to the course 
that cannot be obtained by any other means.

A 
splent, if occurring directly below the knee, and thus interfering with the 
action of the joint, is virtually a spavin on the fore-leg, though called by 
} another name ; this, if only appearing, we will say, on the front of the 
cannou-bone, might remain Uh re, ad infinitum, without injury. With 
| Spavins, one mca ailference in the situation causes probably all the differ- 
} ence between a useful and comparatively useless horse. ~ 
It requires no common eye to detect the presence of spavin in some 
cases, For instance, a horse with very large and prominent bones to hig 
| hocks will often appear to the inexperienced to have spavins, whereas this 
very circumstance is a strong guarantee against his ever being so afilicted. 
Such a horse is, in stable phrase, ‘trough in or on his hocks.’ It is not 
my province to enter into a strict pathological description of the origin or 
nature of complaints. I merely give, as 1 have been repuested to do, such 
information as pretty long experience warrants. ‘There is one hint I will 
give which may help those not conversant with such matters in distin- 
guishing between a horse with strong irregular projection on his hocks, 
arising trom naturally large bones, and the projection that is caused by 
, incipient or contirmed spavin. In the first case the edges of the projecting 
| bone will be found definite, decisive, and to a certain degree sharp. In 
| the spavin these edges do not appear; but the projection is, as it were, 
) rounded off. The projection in the regions of the part where usually 
| Spavin appears, whether natural or from disease, is usually best seen by 
looking at the hocks from between the fore-legs ; but the mistake between 
| naturally large and diseased hocks may still be made. One criterion I 
have always found a correct one to » , Which is this. 
| Nature sometimes indulges in somewhat curious freaks in forming her 
creatures, quadruped or biped, and cisease will sometimes so alter parts of 
form or feature as to render the one or the other scarcely recognisable ; 
| but she rarely afflicts two limbs in so precisely equal a degree that there 
| is not to be discovered a difference between the appearance of the two. 
| Thus, if the two hocks, in point of projection of bone, feel and appear strictly 
| alike, however suspicious such enlargement might be (unless, indeed, the 
| horse went lame, or showed stiffness), | should feel satisfied it was natural ; 
| but the slightest difference would at once quite alter my opinion. I have 
| had no experience as regards spavined horses in my own case, having been 
| fortunate enough never to have a horse throw out one—anand | took espe- 
| cial care never to buy a horse with one, or, to the best of my judgment, 
| with hocks likely to fail either from natural weakness or bad formation ; 
but with the complaints of horses belonging to others 1 have had a good 
deal to do—friends have always fancied | knew a good deal more than I 
| really do; so L seldom had a spare stall, box, or out-house, but was con- 
verted jnto an hospital for friends’ lame or sick horses. I can assure the 
reader I did not tind playing gratuitous vet. a very profitable occupation. 
| Lam not aware or there being any peculiar shaped hock more liable to 
| Spavin than another, though there decidedly is so as regards curbs. It is 
a very singular fact, or at least | hold it to be such, that however placed 
the hock of the horse may be, whether it inclines inward, or outward, or 
whatever may be his action or mode of going, all ailments fall on the 
inside ; now there are joints and integuments in play on the outside as 
| well as the in, but I never saw or heard of aspavin on the outside. here 
| are three ways in which a horse's hocks are, as it is termed, ‘‘set under 
|him.’’ What I should eall the proper way is when the hock, and conse- 
quently the leg, stands straight, neither inclining right nor left; such 
| horse will usually be found to set his leg firmly on the ground, an! to 
| support the weight of the body as on a firm steady prop. Others have 
their hocks inclining inwards-—‘‘pinned in on his hocks ;"’ while again, 
others are to a certain degree, as it were, bandy-legged behind, forming, as 
| a writer might term, in a parenthesis ( ); such hocks, oncoming to the

ground, will be usually seen (to use nota very erudite term) to whabble 
about, but ending in twisting outwards—many tosuch a degree that, on 
the foot being placed on the ground, that also twists out of its place in an 
outward direction. I cannot but hold either of the two last-mentioned 
| peculiarities as at least failings. I have seen many horses a little ‘‘tied in 
; at the hocks,”’ capital goers ; but there is usually an unpleasant movement 
'in horses with their hocks set wide apart, and | have remarked such to be 
| liable to clack or ‘‘forge’’ in trotting—a very disagreable habit, but one 
usually easily remedied. The outward twisting of the hocks and feet is 
particularly found to be produced when harness horses are going up hill 
| with a heavy load behind them, such as we must now say formerly was 
| the ease with stage coaches. The greatest help we could afford such horses 
was by shoeing them particularly square at the toes on their hind feet ; 
in fact, all horses for harness purposes should be more or less shod thus. 
The firm bearing it gives the toe on the ground will be at once perceived 
by taking a horse-shoe and holding it on a table with the toe on the sur- 
face and the heel pressed on by the hand, it will be found the roundness 
of the toe gives ita mere point to rest on, consequently it twists from 
side to side. Now reverse the proceeding ; let the two heels rest on the 
surface, the shoe will be found immovable. Shoeing round or square at 
| the toes in a mitigated degree has the same effect, for it is on the toe that 
| in going up hill forms the principal appw 

It will be observed I have hitherto only alluded to bone spavins or 
exostosis of some sort Ihave remarked the cutside of the hock not 
being subject to similar complaint ; even splents occur ten times on the 
inside of the fore leg to once on its reverse. ‘he only failing, or I should 
rather call it distizurement, incidental to the outside of the hock, that I 
have observed (save from blows or other violent contact) are thorough- 
pins; these, as the name indicates, appear on each side: they are, when 
| large, very unsightly, but seldom (I might figuratively say never) lame ; 

they are merely bursie-—-too soft in substance to lame by pressure on 
| other parts ; they are, in fact, swellings coming on each side of the limb 
above the hock, and by pressure may be caused, while the pressure lasts, 
| to disappear on either side of the limb—the size being doubled, or nearly 
} so, on the other. I had a horse with very large thorough-pins ; they were 
| as large as half a good-sized apple on each side of the hind leg. I bought 
| him from seeing him carry fourteen stone in a ‘clipper’? with Lord 
| Howth's hounds, and, further, seeing him take the Mardyke (a piece of 
| water as well known in [reland as the Whissendine is in Leicestershire) 
lin his swing. [ considered if he could go as he did with fourteen stone on 
| him, he would feel eleven as racing weight ; he did so, and his thorough- 
| pins were no detrement to him. ; 
| The next ailment in the region of the hocks is hood or bog spavin. 
| These are very common, and numbers of horses have them, more or less, 
They do not often lame, unless very large. Ionce boughta

'a sudden, they enlarged frightfully. I put himin the hands of a vet. 
who promised me he would send him back ina week with no sign of 
| Spavin remaining. He kept his word, and the horse kept sound —that

I believe I have now mentioned all or most of the ailments incident to 
the hock, with their probable consequences. I therefore take my leave 
of both the subject, and, for the time being, of the reader.

LAKE SUPERIOR FISHING. 
Marqgverre, Micuican, Ang. 13, 1857. 

For the particular benefit of the sportsman, I must siy a word or two 
| about Lake Superior fishing. In the open lake there is a tine opportunity 
for trolling, or still fishing. In fact, a patient man may fish all day without 
| being incommoded by change of tide or win 1, annoyances which interfere 
so seriously with our suecess on Long Island Sound. But he may not 
catch anything, with all his conveniences. ‘The sober truth is, that the 
fish in the open lake are not much given to biting. The Mackinaw trout, 
monster of a fish, often weighing thirty pounds, and whose flesh is highly 
valued by epicures, is sometimes an exception to this rule. His anti-biting 
propensities may occasionally be overrated. When caught at all by the 

hook, it is by the trolling process. ; : 
The speckled trout is very abundant in every part of the ¢ yuntry which 
I have visited. You can scarcely stop at any point on the lake, where 
you will not find yourself contiguous to streams affording | the very best of 
trout-fishing. Near Marquette, within a circuit of six miles, there are at 
least a dozen localities where trout, of greater or less size, are taken in 
great numbers. ‘The largest trout, however, are found at the mouth of 
the streams: the smaller contry are canght by following up the streams 
and slyly dropping your fly into the deep holes. by the way, nobody 
«ho comes into this part of the country with the Intention of fishing, 
must fail to bring with him a good supply of angle worms—as yet these 
very convenient, almost essential articles in 4 trout fisherman s outfit, are 
not among the productions of Lake Superior. here isa great dearth of

The marriage of 
Mr. Mathews to Madame Vestris took place on the 18th July, 1838, when 
they immediately sailed for America, where, for some reason, they were 
not very successful. Returning home rather suddenly, Mr. and Mrs. 
Mathews re appeared at the Olympic on the 26th December, 1838. On the 
30th December, 1839, Mr. Mathews commenced his first season at Covent- 
garden ; but the speculation proving a failure, the retired from the ma- 
nagement, and closed the theatre in April, 1842. Embarrassed by a heavy 
load of debt, he was compelled to become a bankrupt ; but, unfortunately 
and unwisely, instead of availing himself of the opportunity afforded by 
the law for getting rid of his liabilities, he voluntarily saddled himsclf 
with a large portion of his debts, and, though neminally freed from all 
such claims, he was actually in nearly as bad a position on obtaining his 
certiticate as he had been previous to his bankruptcy. At the close of the 
Covent Garden season, Mr. Mathews and his wife joined Mr. Macready at 
Drury Lane, on the Ist Oct r, 1842; but, owing to some disagreement, 
they transferred their services to the Haymarket, under Mr. Webster, on 
the 4th November, in the same year.
